The June, 1923, Senior play, "Mice and Men," is a romantic comedy in four 
acts by Madeleine Lucette Ryley.

Girls' Athletics 



Girls' athletics in North High this year have been confined for the most part 
to the swimming and gymnasium work. Of course they went in pretty actively 
for tennis when it came to tournaments and did some good work, the quality 
of which was even better than their position in the end indicated. To make 
this even more emphatic, if any of you good players want to test their skill, come 
out for the next tournament, and you'll find yourself up against some solid 
playing. 

In the swimming classes the girls have made considerable progress also. 
There are four — first, second, ninth and tenth hours — and on the first four days 
of the week. 

The ninth hour is the class of advanced swimming and there all kinds of 
stunt- and dives are pulled off — things that make one shiver, especially when 
we think of their landing flop on the back of their necks in some fancy back dive. 
It takes nerve, it you've ever tried it, to jump backwards off the board and go 
through a series of contortions with the thought that when you came up your 
neck and back would possibly be feeling as if it were stuck full of red-hot needles 
— in fact not only possible but very probable. 

Diving is not their only accomplishment. They race, play games, and have 
learned the art of life-saving thoroughly. Several of the girls have won their 
monograms and a number more are ready to pass the tests. The work has been 
done thoroughly but at the same time Mrs. Maffit has so arranged it that the 
girls have enjoyed it immensely. 

In the other classes, though the work is not so spectacular, much has been 
accomplished. Practically all of the girls who did not know how to swim when 
classes started, have learned, which is remarkable, considering the time consumed, 
and their present swimming ability. Mrs. Maffit feels that the year has been well 
spent along that line, while the girls enthusiastically agree that they've enjoyed 
the work every moment of the time. 

The gymnasium drills this year have all been confined to the corrective work 
in the different classes. There are foot classes, posture classes, and spinal classes. 
The girls have been put through severe drills that tend to correct their particular 
defects, and a lot of the girls have so improved that they have been put in the 
(I) group which is the normal group and does not have any gym class. Of course 
the drill work is not particularly interesting, but it is extremely beneficial and it 
is all helping to make our girls strong and healthy citizens. 



Girls' Athletic Association 



This organization is a very new one, having been formed just this semester. 
For some time the girls of North High have been clamoring for girls' athletics 
of some form or other — a swimming team, baseball team, or basket ball. The 
demands were so insistent that at last steps were taken to form some kind of 
organized girls' athletics. Miss Carson, Miss Monlton, and Mrs. Maffit selected 
a group of girls to act as a committee to get things started. These were ones 
who were interested in promoting girls' athletics and who did not have many 
other outside interests to take up their time. 

This committee first met in Miss Carson's office the last of March, and 
inside of two weeks or so had their plans pretty well formed. Any North High 
girl who would like to join one of the several branches of the association is 
eligible after certain requirements. The girls have considered the athletic rules 
in other states, and the tryouts are very easy. 

At present there are four divisions, swimming, hiking, baseball and track. 
Some of the swimming requirements are, "Swim any three standard strokes for 
60 feet/' "Plunge 20 feet/' "Do two standard dives in good form," etc. For 
entrance to the hiking division one must walk a mile in 20 minutes, hike five 
miles, and walk 20 miles in one week, together with other similar qualifications. 
Up to the time of writing this, the baseball and track requirements had not been 
formulated, but they will entail doing such things as running 50 yards in 10 
seconds, etc. 

W e want the co-operation of the girls and thorough co-operation, too, not 
the half-hearted kind. The girls must be willing to spend a certain amount of 
time in it, just as the boys do in their work. If this is done we will have an 
organization that will do credit to North High as much as any of the boys' 
athletics have ever done. We may also hope to have a coach in the future, but 
first we must work up material for one to work on. If the girls really want 
something of the sort, it is within their power if they will only boost this start 
on the road to Girls' Athletics. 



Girls' Skating 

February 10th the Des Moines Capital sponsored a school skating meet in 
which North High was very lucky. First and second places were taken by our 
girls. Valeria Kautsky and Mabelle Arnold carried off the medals. It was the 
first event of its kind for girls. The races were conducted by Mr. Al Wieland, a 
policeman.

It was thought 
that the men could not accomplish as much if 
they tried to participate in another sport along 
with swimming because of the strenuousness 
of the training work. By barring those who 
wanted to try to train for more than swim- 
ming at the same time, the swimming coach 
developed a better and more efficient squad. 



Although North's squad did not win as many points in the various meets 
this season as it has in former years, the work in certain phases was more thor- 
ough. 

In the City Meet, Louis Corn captured the only first place, making a plunge 
of fifty-five feet. In this meet the lack of entries from North High kept the 
Pink and Green swimmers from pushing to the front in all events. 

In the Varsity swim Enoch Graham placed fourth in the breast stroke, Louis 
Corn broke the state record by plunging sixty feet (the length of the pool) and 
took first place in the plunge event. George Silzer and Mob Robinson also placed 
near the top in this meet. 

After the City Meet, George Silzer was unanimously elected captain of the 
squad. In electing George captain, the boys in the squad made a tine selection, 
as George is a monogram man, a sterling plunger and a fast dash man. Silzer 
led his men through a very successful season. 

North High was represented at the Ames meet by a team of six men who 
won 11 points, took third place in the meet and brought home six medals. The 
men who were taken to Ames are as follows: Julian Slater (diver), Charles Den- 
ham (relay and backstroke), Ward Shaeffer (relay and backstroke), George 
Silzer (plunge and relay), Louis Corn (plunge), Price Murphy (relay and 40 
yard dash). Louis Corn, by making 56 feet and 3 inches took first place in the 
plunge, Severson of W est High took second, George Silzer, another North High 
man, was a close third. In the backstroke, Charles Denham pulled a tendon, but 
fought the race to a finish. Julian Slater did some splendid diving but failed 
to place. 

In the preliminaries of the Iowa Tank Meet, Louis Corn again broke the 
record he had just previously broken in the State Plunge by doing the length of 
the pool in 44 seconds flat. Severson of West took second, George Silzer took 
third and Bob Robinson fourth. In the finals Severson of West nosed out Corn 
and broke the record again, doing the pool in 41 seconds. Corn took second, 
Silzer third, and Robinson fourth. The plunging competition at Iowa this year 
was very close and this event was truly a great exhibition. 

In picking an All-State Swimming team. Coach Armbruster of Iowa Uni- 
versity selected Louis Corn as the second man on his mythical team, George 
Silzer, the North High Swimming Captain, as third man and Rob Robinson as 
second man and the second team. These men deserve recognition by the student 
body because under Coach Nelson's able supervision they became four plungers 
who were judged by critics as among the highest ranking in the state. 

In coaching the swimming squad this year, W. C. Nelson put forth a great 
deal of effort and in return produced a successful team which really represented 
North High. 



City Track Meet 



Under a cloudy, misty sky with less than 500 spectators in evidence, the 
Twenty-second Annual C ity Track Meet of the Des Moines High Schools was 
held, April 21, at the Drake Stadium. The slow condition of the track and the 
darn]) chilly air comhined to lessen the chance of the best showing of the sixty- 
five athletes who took part. 

Despite the unfavorable conditions, however, the meet witnessed the break- 
ing of two existing city records. The first to fall was the record in the mile run 
which was previously four minutes fifty-six and two-fifths seconds. Dugan of 
the West High squad cut nearly four seconds from the former mark, doing it 
in 4:52 3/5 seconds. Another record to go under was that in the high jump. 
K. Jensen, East High jumper, went over the bamboo at three and three-fourths 
inches. In addition to these new records Larson of East tied the 100 yard dash 
record of : 10 3/5. For the fourth consecutive time the Lee Township hoys have 
shown that in track, at least, they are supreme. By winning 7 firsts, 8 seconds 
and 1 third, they secured first place with 57 points, West took 5 firsts, 4 seconds 
and 4 thirds, giving them 43 points and second place. North managed to gather 
2 firsts, a tie for second and 6 thirds which totals IS points. 

Bolyard, who took first for North in the 120 yard high hurdles, led the field 
in a very pretty race, and routed dopesters who had predicted an easy victory 
For R. Johnson of East.

Hyink, who threw the discus, won another first place. He made a throw 
of 103 feet 6^4 inches to win this event. 

Smedes, who tied with Dalby of West for second place in the high jump 
did well for a one-year man, taking the height of five feet two inches before 
he was eliminated. 

Ingleman, who ran both the 100 and 200 yard dashes, finished not far behind 
Larson of Kast who took both of these events. Other runners managed to 
squeeze in between him and first however and as a result he took third in each 
race. Stevenson led the way in the North High tryouts and would undoubtedly 
have placed in the meet had he not been sick at the time. 

Herbert ("Slim Jim") Mayer running the half mile for North, finished a 
very close third behind N. Johnson of East and Van Saningham of West. Mayer 
is lost by graduation this year. 

Boyd, although making a pretty race, ran up against some stiff competition 
in the mile. Dugan and Bourland finished first and second with Boyd in the rear 

Ross was off form in the shot-put, letting a heave of 41 feet 5 inches by 
Lindbloom of East suffice for first place. He captured third, however for the 
Pink and Green. 

Thompson placed third in the broad jump being bested by Smith and Jensen 
of West. The winner jumped 19 feet 1 inch. 

The relay teams had hard luck and failed to place in either the half or mile 
relays. 

Although not as successful as it might have been (for North) from the looks 
of things East has seen the sun set for the last time as city track champions. 
( Kor some time, at least.) Prospects are better for next year, as many of the 
point winners will be back.
